TEACHERS 

EVERY child willing to learn should 
br able la graduate from sr. Into! with 
ft good basic education. 

For tJus reason, the proposal for a 
nation-wide uniform pndc^ionul standard 
fnr teacher*, submitted to the cuutot 
Annual Qmfercnce in Perth of the Aus- 
tralian Teachers 1 Federation, b importanL 
ft would provide for a minimum of two 
years' training joUowtng satisfactory com- 
pletion of a five-year secondary course. 

The proposal suggests th.it the desired 
standard should br expressed in a 
Teacher's Certificate, based on urnfurm 
qualifications and recognised by all States. 

The principle of a Teacher's Certificate 
was adopted in New youth Wales in 1 943. 
Subsequently, Victoria and South Aus- 
tralia followed suit, 

II Li hoped that the remaining Stales 
will accept the proposal. 

This is not a reflection on their stand- 
ards of education. The proportion of re- 
nowned scholars turned out by Queens- 
land, Western Australia, and Tasmania 
b as high M the three other States. 

A recognised certificate would prevent 
any employment in the teaching profession 
of those not properly qualified to develop 
the mind of the Australian child. 

Although such employment may be in 
a very small scale now, it should be made 
impossible by the setting up of a uniform 
professional standard. 

There are children who cannot, or will 
not, learn, but for every one of these there 
are many enthusiastic students. 

All children are entitled to good 
teachers. They should not be delayed in 
their studies for a day, much less a year, 
by indifferent teaching. 

Tf the suggestion is adopted, then a 
higher standard of education for Aus- 
tralian children is assured.
